All  four  summit  leaders  still 
were  in  Paris  today  but  there 
was  no  chance  they  would  sud- 
denly resolve  their  differences 
and  start  their  conference.  Words 
that  signaled  the  collapse,  ‘•sab- 
otage . . . torpedoed  . . . aggres- 
sive . . . disgust”  reflected  bitter- 
ness too  deep. 

THE  U.S.,  British  and  French 
Foreign  Ministers  arranged  to 
meet  at  the  French  foreign  of- 
fice late  this  morning  to  start 
the  agonizing  and  basic  reap- 
praisal of  Western  policies  in 
the  light  of  Khrushchev’s  re- 
newed cold  war  tactics. 

The  permanent  NATO  coun- 
cil called  a meeting  at  its  Paris 
headquarters  for  about  the  same 
time. 

KHRUSHCHEV,  who  wrote 
finis  to  the  summit  late  yester- 
day by  not  showing  up  at  a 
meeting  with  President  Eisen- 
hower, British  Prime  Minister 
Harold  Macmillan  and  French 
President  Charles  De  Gaulle,  ar- 
ranged to  call  on  De  Gaulle  to 
say  goodbye. 

The  Soviet  Premier  announc- 
ed he  would  hold  a press  confer- 
ence this  afternoon.  It  was  ex- 
pected he  would  leave  for  home 
tomorrow,  stopping  off  in  East 
Germany  en  route. 

EISENHOWER,  Macmillan  and 
De  Gaulle  planned  to  lunch  to- 
gether with  their  foreign  minis- 
ters and  a number  of  senior  of- 
ficials of  their  three  delegations 
at  Elysee  Palace. 

They  scheduled  a formal  meet- 
ing for  this  evening  to  make  a 
top-level  study  of  the  new  situr 
ation  that  developed  here  at 
Paris  this  week.

They  start  a family,  get  fi- 
nancial help  from  parents  and 
“at  30  they  are  still  immature 
and  dependent,  their  future 
mortgaged.  . . neither  husband 
nor  wife  realizing  the  promise 
that  a different  kind  of  under- 
graduate life  might  have  en- 
abled each  to  fulfill.  . .” 

“THE  SECOND  kind.  . . is 
more  tragic,”  she  writes.  “Here, 
the  marriage  is  based  on  the 
boy’s  promise  and  the  expenda- 
bility  of  the  girl.”  She  goes  to 
work  “at  some  secondary  job” 
to  support  her  husband  while  he 
finishes  his  degree,  supporting 
him,  “thus  underlining  his  im- 
mature status.  As  soon  as  he  be- 
comes independent,  he_  leaves 
her.”
